NOVELTY (TNT). INVENTIVE STEP (IS^ 

Claims 1-20: The documents, particularly Dl, disclose methods of producing amorphous silica from plant 
sources similar to those contemplated by the invention including rice hulls and the like. Dl also discloses uses 
for the silica that are consistent with the claimed invention. However, both citations teach away from crystalline 
silica as claimed in the present claims. Hence these claims are considered both novel and inventive over the 
prior art. 
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
